.WASHINGTON (AP) - A com- 
mittee of governors comes to 
grips with the Army today in a 
bid t'oi concessions 
that would 


permit the states to swallow a 
drastic reshaping of the National 
Guard. 
f 


Secretary of the Army Cyrus 
ance arranged to meet with a 


seven-man committee headed by 
Gov. Ernest Vandiver of Georgia. 


This 
committee, 
representing 


the 50 governors, was armed with 
certain proposals advanced 
by 


state Guard commanders. 


These proposals would not alter 


the basic elements of the reor- 
ganization plan, which calls for 
.breaking up four Guard infantry 
divisions and eliminating a net of 
338 company and detachment size 
units considered outdated. 


It appeared unlikely the meet- 


ing would produce 
any 
final 


agreement, although the commit- 
te may form some recomenda- 
tions for the full governors con- 
ference. 


One political factor seeed to 


work against any early pact be- 
^veen the Army and the gover- 
nors. About 19 states are in the 
process of swearing in new gov- 
ernors, and these men are likely 
to want to make their own deci- 
sions. 


Under the law, governors must 


approve any changes in the Na- 
tional Guard within their states 


Last July, the governors con- 


ference took a stand against the 
'•Man. in quiet negotiations! that 
•followed, the Pentagon yielded on 


some details such as recognizing 
the special needs of some states 
for engineer, military police ana 
other units to handle hurricanes 
and other disaster situations.

Army to make its best efforts to 
keep the Guard at 400,000 men In- 
stead of cutting, it by 33,000, as 
the Army had proposed. This re*

John Birch Society, who 
undertake to align the Church or 
its leadership with .'heir partisan 
views,", sakt a'"statement' issued 
by the first presidency of the 
Church. 


"No one should seek or pretend 


to have our upproval of their ad- 
herence to any extremist ideolo- 
gies." 


The statement was signed by 


President David 0. McKay and 
his two counselors, Henry D 
Moyle and Hugh B. Brown. As the 
first presidency, they constitute 
the Church's highest authority. 


Utah's coordinator of the ultra- 


conservative John Birch Society 
is Reed Benson. He is the son of 
Ezra 
Taft Benson, a Mormon 


apostle who was President Dwight 
D, Eisenhower's secretary of ag- 
riculture. 


Reed Benson, also a Mormon, 


had no comment. 


The first presidency said its 


statement was "made to correct 
the false statements and unwar- 
ranted assumptions regarding the 
position allegedly taken by the 
leaders of the Church on political 
questions in general and the John 
Birch Society in particular."

Department said it does not rec- 
ognize th'e: right of foreign1 mis- 
sions in the United States to grant 
asylum to U.S. citizens or to in- 
tervene in complaint of U.S. citi- 
zens against the American govern- 
ment. Therefore, it was explained, 
U.S. missions in foreign countries 
refuse to grant asylum.

Kennedy dabbed his eyes as he 


sat in a front row pew, a few 
feel from Kcrr's rose-draped cof- 
fin. He was flanked by Vide Pres- 
ident Lyndon) B., Johnson and Ok- 
lahoma's Gov. J. Howard Ed- 
mondson. Behind! them welrc n 
Senate delegation of 28, several 
congressmen, Treasury Secretary 
Douglas Dillon, generals, admi- 
rals and a host of other state and 
national officials. 


The bronze coffin, surrounded 


by scores of wreaths and flower 
sprays, was not opened during tho 
services. An organ played softly, 
but there was no choir. About 
2,000 mourners filled the First 
Baptist Church and hundreds of 
others stood outside in a steady. 
rold rain. 


Kcrr, 66, died Tuesday in Wash- 


ington of a heart attack. He was 
serving his third term in the Sen- 
ate and was considered one of 
its most influential members. 


He was eulogized by his Bap- 


tist pastor, Dr. Herchel Hobbs, 
as a man who rose from humble 
beginnings on an Oklahoma cot- 
ton farm to become one of th« 
nation's most powerful men be-

Kennedy, said the Times, "is 


depicted as demanding a sort of 
feudal allegiance from his allies, 
who are* then expected to, provide 
foot soldiers and money for his 
crusaders against the East. 


"Even a passing acquaintance 


with his utterances on the sub- 
ject should dispel this impression. 
Obviously he is anxious to exert 
leadership. The facts of power 
demand it, and his predecessor

would be two,expenditures. Drinks 
and dinner at the .dining table 
would be one' expenditure, 


The tip can be included in the 


charge for meal or drinks, for 
record-keeping purposes. But if 
this would put the bill over the 
.$25 limit, the tip can ,be ; noted 
separately. 


The rules for recording business 


gifts are similar, in general, ex- 
cept that no receipts are ever 
needed. That's because Congress 
allowed no deduction at all for 
gifts exceeding $25 to one person 
in one year. 


The names of gift recipients can 


be left out of the diary if the 
presents are inexpensive — like 
tickets to a high school football
